he Indiana State Fair
wrapped up its 12-day run

August 17 with another
sunny, comfortable day that helped
it draw 859,619 visitors — 108,401
more people than in 2007. The 08
fair achieved the fourth-highest total
attendance in the recorded history
of the 152 year-old event.

The fair’s new covered bridge, the signature
piece of the “Year of Trees” theme, received rave
reviews from fairgoers, as did the relocated Nor-
mandy Barn. Two of the new featured shows,
Scheer’s Lumberjack Show presented by Toyota
Trucks and the Marcan Tigers of India presented
by Comcast, played to standing room only
crowds throughout the fair.

“Fairgoers really responded to the new
programming, and the glorious weather certainly
helped,” State Fair Executive Director Cindy
Hoye said. “People seemed to stay longer this
year and had a great time. With free entertain-
ment throughout the fair and discount ticket
opportunities, families were able to enjoy the
fair affordably. We try to make sure all Hoosiers
have a chance to enjoy the State Fair.”

This is the last 12-day fair, at least for a
while. Next year, the State Fair adds five days
and an extra weekend when it runs August 7 —
23. 'The additional days will allow the fair to be
in full swing for all the 4-H competitions, some
of which have taken place during the “pre-fair”
in recent years. It will also give Hoosiers an
extra weekend to schedule a trip to the fair ata
hectic time of year.

“We know how busy the end of summer
can be for a lot of families, especially as school
systems continue to move their start dates
earlier and earlier,” Hoye said. “The longer fair
will allow those folks to be a little more flexible
in their fair trip planning, so they don’t have to
miss out on making more lifelong memories.”

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Built in 1939 as a Works
Progress Administration proj-
ect, the coliseum has hosted
just about every kind of event
imaginable, and that includes
a wide variety of sports. From
bull riding to roller derby, the
coliseum has been the backdrop

for numerous athletic compe-
titions of local and national
interest. Still, when sports fans
— especially “old school” fans

— think of the coliseum and

its sports heritage, they think
of three things: the Pacers, ice

hockey and boxing.

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Before Jermaine O’Neal... before
Reggie Miller... before Chuck Person,
there was Roger Brown, Mel Daniels
and later George McGinnis. These
were the original Indiana Pacers — the
players that launched the franchise in
the old American Basketball Asso-
ciation, and the ones that called the
Coliseum home.

The Pacers played their first game
on October 14, 1967, a 117-95 vic-
tory over the Kentucky Colonels,
before a standing-room only crowd of
more than 10,000 fans. Ticket prices
ranged from $1 to $4. It was the start
of the team’s run to three ABA cham-
pionships (1970, ’72 and ’73) before it
left the fairgrounds in 1974.

Longtime fans still fondly recall
those ABA days. There was Jerry
Harkness” 88-foot, 3-point, buzzer-
beating shot to defeat the Dallas
Chaparrals. There was the team’s
first championship behind Browns |
46-point series scoring average against
the Los Angeles Stars. There was Bob
“Slick” Leonard’s leisure suits and Darnell Hill-
man’s high-flying afro.

But good times and championships weren’t
enough to keep the team from leaving the
fairgrounds for the newly built Market Square
Arena and its 16,000 seats. The team played
there for 25 years before moving to Conseco
Fieldhouse.

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There have always been a lot of
fight fans in Indianapolis, and for the
past 13 years they have been getting
their fix at the Pepsi Coliseum. Since
1995, renowned promoter Fred Berns
has been bringing together some of
the toughest fighters around for Fight
Night at the coliseum.

Held once in February and again
in November, Fight Night has be-
come a cold-weather staple that has
drawn big crowds and personal ap-
pearances by some of boxing’s biggest
names, including Angelo Dundee,
“Marvelous” Marvin Hagler and Ray
“Boom Boom” Mancini. Each card
has at least one title bout, and usu-
ally at least one women’s match-up.
The Pepsi Coliseum is where Kristi
“Rose” Follmar came to prominence
as one of the top female fighters in
the world.

Long before Fight Night came to
be, the coliseum was the site for bouts
that drew the attention of not just the

city, but the world. Reports of capacity
crowds for boxing matches date back to
the 1930s.

Without question, the biggest fight
in the building’s history came in May of
1959 when Floyd Patterson defended his
world heavyweight championship against
England’s Brian London. Patterson used
the bout, televised nationally on NBC,
as a tune-up to his already scheduled

Ice hockey has deep roots in Indianapo-
lis, most of which were planted right here
at the State Fairgrounds. It all started with
the Indianapolis Capitals who played in
the American Hockey League from 1939
—1952. They won two Calder Cups in
that time and helped develop Detroit Red
Wings legends Terry Sawchuk, Glenn Hall
and Scotty Bowman.

After a three-year hiatus, hockey
returned to the Coliseum in 1955 in the
form of the Indianapolis Chiefs of the In-
ternational League. Their run lasted until
’62, highlighted by a Turner Cup cham-
pionship in 1958. It was 1981 before an-
other team played a full hockey season at
the fairgrounds. That’s when the Check-
ers (first in the Central Hockey League,
then in the International League)
brought the sport back, winning
the CHLs Adams Cup in ’83.

The Checkers transitioned
into the Ice by 1988, and that was
the franchise that made the most
memories for area fans. With even-
tual National Hockey League stars
Cam Russell, Brian Noonan and
Warren Rychel leading the way, the
Ice captured another Turner Cup
in 1989. The Ice continued on in
the IHL until 1999 when it opted

“million-dollar” showdown with European
champion Ingemar Johnasson in June.
Patterson dominated London before final-
ly knocking him out in the 11th round.

A year later, before another national
television audience, light heavyweight
champion “Amazing Archie” Moore made
a state fairgrounds appearance. He defeat-
ed Willi Besmanoff in the Coliseum by a
technical knockout in the 10th round.

In 2004,
a new ownership group converted the
Indianapolis Ice to the Indiana Ice and
completely revamped its focus. It decid-
ed to bring up the stars of tomorrow and
join the United States Hockey League,

a Tier 1 junior team that turns a lot of
teenage talent into NHL draft picks and
NCAA recruits. In June of this year, Ice
defenseman John Carlson became the
first player with Indiana connections to
ever become an NHL first-round pick
when the Washington Capitals selected
him 27th overall.
